Minnesota man sues MyLife for implying 
he has a criminal record 


rion Finlay of Brooklyn Park 
recently started looking at 
new jobs. 

When he started his search, 
Finlay, formerly an executive 
at a small engineering firm, did what many 
of us do to figure out what kind of brand 
we’re putting out into the world. He did 
the ol’ self-Google. 

An entry near the top of the results page 
read, ‘‘Brion Finlay (C ), 42- Minneapolis, 
MN Has Court or Arrest Records...” 

This, from a website called MyLife, was 
news to Finlay. He clicked the link, and 
the following webpage insisted, under a 
big red caution sign, ‘'Brion DOES have 
Arrest or Criminal Records.” It suggested 
he check out a full background report to 
find out what those might be. 

‘This may include any DUIs, traffic 
tickets, and outstanding warrants,” the 
website warned. 


If Finlay wanted control over the informa¬ 
tion displayed on his MyLife profile, he’d 
have to pony up and enroll in a monthly 
plan. According to a class action lawsuit 
filed against the company on Finlay’s behalf, 
MyLife makes its bread and butter by track- 
ingpublic data and compiling it into “reputa¬ 
tion” scores searchable byname, ostensibly 
so clients, employers, or virtually anyone 
else can get the scoop before deciding to 
partner with you. 

“Learn the truth about neighbors, home 
service providers, dates, even so called 
friends and more,” the website says on its 
homepage. “To keep yourself safe.” 

As Finlay alleges in his complaint: 

“In actuality, MyLife’s true business 
appears to be a classic cyber extortion 
scheme whereby the company posts negative 
information online in the hope that indi¬ 
viduals will ‘claim’ the page... by enrolling 
in a monthly plan.”

These, the complaint continued, could 
run between $13.95 and $16.95 a month. 

Finlay’s attorney Dave Madgett, told MPR 
Finlay’s record has nothing more serious 
than traffic tickets, which are not consid¬ 
ered criminal offenses in Minnesota. But 
as long as MyLife suggested there might be 
something worse lurking in Finlay’s past, 
potential employers could be put off 
Even if Finlay broke down and bought 
a plan, the complaint says, any attempts 
to improve his reputation score would be 
met with an upsell or two, asking users to 
“purchase additional levels of‘control’ for 
the pages the company produces.” 

“As a result of [MyLife’s] conduct, various 


class members have suffered from intrusion 
into their personal affairs, anger, frustration, 
anxiety, and, in some cases, loss of employ¬ 
ment opportunity and general standing 
in the community,” the complaint alleges. 
The plaintiffs are seeking damages, and for 
MyLife to be unable to pull “such conduct 
in the future.” 

The company didn’t respond to inter¬ 
view requests. 

Some 13,700 customer complaints 
against MyLife have been filed with the 
Better Business Bureau in the last three 
years. MyLife has also already been sued 
by several other consumers for an array 
of offenses, -hannahjones

I spent the first month of isolation not 
doing anything, being depressed, reading 
too many news articles, feeling super 
lethargic. And then I thought... I don’t 
want to do that! I started coilaging, and 
when I was sorting through my materials 
I was thinking, 'T really want my own 
images to collage with.” But I wanted 
new work. I found these pictures in a 
1970s photography book of nude, fine- 
art pictures in windows, and I started 
thinking: ‘T should do my own.” 

It’s been refreshing to be so spontane¬ 
ous without planning something elabo¬ 
rate with stylists and makeup artists— I 
can’t really plan it, I don’t really know 
what they’re going to wear when I get 
there, I don’t know what the reflections 
on the window are going to look like. Am 
I going to have to stand in the neighbor’s 
yard? Is it going to be raining? All the 
unknowns make it really exciting. I don’t 
know exactly what I’m getting until I 
get home and I’m like, woah. 

It’s really about them being vulnerable 
and intimate. People are feeling a lot of 
emotions, and they’re conveying that. 
The series captures feelings of seclusion, 
isolation, longing, and heartache. And 
there’s a bit of voyeurism to it. I would 
say I’m trying to invoke or capture a 
timeless, visceral experience or energy, 
sort of time-warping between the Great 
Depression, a horror film, and a fashion 
shoot. Reality is so surreal that captur¬ 
ing it right now feels like a fantasy. It’s 
making me be creative in new ways.

These are really different than the images I 
t 5 ^ically make. I shoot in a studio, indoors, 
but I didn’t feel confident or safe in con¬ 
tinuing portraits that way. There was 
three weeks or so where I didn’t make 
anything, or know what I should or could 
do. Part of what I’m missing right now is 
human interaction. I thought I could do 
these tintype portraits at a safe distance, 
outdoors, using natural light, and longer 
exposures. I’ve got a mobile setup in my 
car, so I can go to people’s homes and 
photo outside their homes, and then I 
hosted a pop-up at my home. 

Tintype is a really honest medium, you 
can’t really hide anything. With these, I was 
especially interested in capturing people 
in the moment, authentically, whether 
they’re haggard or glowing — thriving 
or not. That woman in the hat is named 
Francine; she was a stranger to me, I’d 
never met her. 

She showed up at my house looking 


ethereal, and beautiful, in that white dress. 
She told me she’d been waiting a long time, 
and felt like this was the right time. It’s 
really interesting that there’s a desire to 
document this moment. I see someone 
who’s really at peace with themselves, 
very serene, but... confronting. The way 
she was looking at me was very present, 
and calm. Like, ‘T’m here, I’m present, 
I’m witnessing this.” 

MADALYN ROWELL 

(a)curiouscumulus 

I’ve always been fascinated by other 
people’s lives and how they live at home 
and how they decorate their homes. All 
of our houses, whether we do interior 


design or not, tell a story. And I’ve always 
been a Hitchcock fan, so. I started out 
doing this series a while ago and it was 
more editorial, a little more posed stuff, 
almost like movie stills or vignettes. And 
then as usual, I crash and burn with a 
project, and I kind of gave up on it. But 
then all this started and I was like... well, 
no one can say no now! I have a plethora 
of subjects! 

I feel like before the project had a play¬ 
ful element, and even though that’s still 
there, it’s kind of like, just a reality now. 
It has a different meaning, and I think 
any viewer can identify with it more, 
but I hope that it’s hopeful when people 
look at it — what I want as an overarch¬ 
ing theme is connectivity. Even though 


we have the internet, it’s easy to fall into 
isolating behaviors. We just want to have 
people over to our yards, we just want to 
have normalcy.

I have so much 
gratitude toward the community for sup¬ 
porting artists like myself and everyone 
else that’s shooting right now. We couldn’t 
do it without you all. And if you have a 
space you want to shoot, reach out to any 
of us. There’s tons of us doing work still.

I % Nord Craft Spirits, Tatter- 

sail Distilling, and Brother 
Justus first banded together like a super 
group of boozy Robin Hoods. They even 
picked a new name for their merry mission, 
which entailed spreading the opposite of 
contagion: All Hands MN. Through their 
intimate knowledge of alcohol’s germ-killing 
properties. All Hands switched gears (and 
facilities) to produce hand sanitizer for 
those on the frontlines, staving off some 
of the more dire shortages. 

‘'Until now, we’ve been focused on bulk 
production and getting sanitizer to large 
organizations such as the Minnesota Coali¬ 
tion for the Homeless, nursing homes and 
hospitals across the state,” explained Jon 
Kreidler, founder of Tattersall Distilling. 

Kreidler continued to say All Hands’ focus 
has shifted—or perhaps, expanded—since 
that first phase of production, in which they 
created nearly 80,000 gallons of World 
Health Organization-grade sanitizer for 
over 2,000 community organizations and 
essential businesses, more than doubling 
their initial goal. 

Since then. All Hands has partnered with 
distributor Johnson Brothers and local 
grocers to meet demands on the customer 
side of things—without losing sight of the 
greater-good mentality that first launched 
the distillers’ coalition. 

In this new, second phase. All Hands 
has released 60,000 bottles of sanitizer 
(priced at $12.99 per 32-ounce spray bottle) 
to the average Joe Schmoe. Starting May 
8, customers could begin to find them on 
shelves at Lunds & Byerlys, Cub Foods, Hy- 
Vee, and Kowalski’s throughout Minnesota. 

In addition to the benefit of having, well, 
fewer germ-y surfaces in Minnesota (if 
purchased and put to good use*). All Hands 
announced they’ll be donating proceeds 
from sanitizer sales directly to Second 
Harvest Heartland. 

And assuming all 60,000 bottles sell? 
(Which they should, because we can never 
be too clean right now!) Second Harvest 
Heartland anticipates those funds will 
translate to one million meals for those 
in need. 

“This is a perfect example of the creativ¬ 
ity and shared effort it will take to get us 
through these tough times,” said Second 
Harvest Heartland’s Allison O’Toole. 


So when next restocking on essential 
items, consider how much good could be 
done with being even cleaner, eh? 

*Don’t inject their sanitizer. Don’t huff 
their sanitizer. And NO, don’t drink the 
sanitizer, even if it IS made by ultra-talented

ST. PAUL RESTAURANTS LOSE 
BIKE LANE FIGHT 

A cohort of eight local businesses took a 
proposal to St. Paul’s City Council seek¬ 
ing to postpone the development of bike 
lanes slated for construction near their 
storefronts this fall. 

Last Wednesday, May 6, City Council 
President Amy Brendmoen described the 
existing Capital City Bikeway as “a little 
odd” in its current state. In a unanimous 
vote, the council approved the growth of 
another leg in the form of the 10th Street 
Bikeway—in spite of restaurants’ pleas. 

The business owners behind the petition 
included representatives from Keys Cafe, 


Black Sheep Pizza, Camp, Sawatdee, Jimmy 
Johns, Tin Whiskers Brewing, and more. 
They said the parking spots eliminated 
by the 10th Street Bikeway are critical 
for delivery drivers and customers at this 
time, as restaurants find themselves freshly 
dependent upon vehicle-based delivery 
and take-away to weather the pandemic. 

At stake were 18 parking spots along 
10th Street. In total, the businesses face 
the loss of 65 spots affected by progress 
on 9th, 10th, and Robert streets, as the 
former pair are converted into one-ways, 
and a rapid transit bus line from White 
Bear Lake is installed on the latter. 

In a letter addressed to Mayor Carter 
and the City Council and signed by the 
group members, they’d asked for a post¬ 
ponement in deploying the bike lanes on 
10th Street at this time. 

“Being in an active downtown also 
means making sure there are a variety 
of transportation options for residents 
and our customers,” they wrote, stating 


support for “a robust transit system,” 
before noting the challenge involved in 
“making sure all of this work is done in 
coordination to create the best plan and 
take fully into account how these projects 
will impact all stakeholders.” 

For Carol Hunn-Gregory owner of Keys 
Cafe and Bakery on Robert Street, this 
perceived lack of coordination between 
the government’s left and right hands is 
taking a toll. 

“The city and met council, or the public 
works.... They’re not communicating,” 
said Hunn-Gregory, who’d hoped to find 
a solution that everyone could live with. 
“[They’re] going to leave 25 parking spots 
for a whole building, for our whole group of 
businesses, and the people in the building.” 

“The unique thing is they’re taking two 
streets and turning them both into one- 
ways, which operationally for a restau¬ 
rant—especially now with COVID where 
there’s so much takeout—is really prob¬ 
lematic,” explained Jordan Smith, owner 
of Black Sheep Pizza. 

Smith, himself a bike commuter, 
also sought the postponement due to 
the confluence of the rapid transit line 
with the bike lane and shifting traffic pat¬ 
terns. “There’s a lot of moving parts that 
weren’t really considered prior to putting 
the project into place,” he said. “It’s a 
huge reduction of parking. Seventy-five 
percent of our customers drive there and 
have said they wouldn’t come. So that’s 
very frightening, especially now [during 
the pandemic].” 

To be clear, the cohort’s opposition 
to ceding these parking spots predated 
COVID-19. (The development of Jackson 
Street a couple years ago began the process 
of chipping away by knocking out all of 
that corridor’s parking.) In our chat. Smith 
referenced a report surveying nearly 800 
of their customers from this January and 
February, which revealed an unwillingness 
on the part of St. Paul’s existing clientele 
to walk more than two blocks. 

But when COVID-19 came along, it 
brought with it a new urgency in the form 
of shuttered dining rooms, increased 
restrictions for businesses, and an 
increased dependency by restaurants 
and breweries on curbside takeout and 
third-party delivery services like Uber, 
DoorDash, and Drizly to stay solvent. 

“I’m in support of bikers, but it’s just 
like: Where do you draw the line?” asked 
Hunn-Gregory. “It’s destro 5 dng businesses 
and a tax base. How are you going to get 
that back?” -sarah brumble 03
